1981, to construct and 
maintain the lights. 
The county officials this mom 
ing also formally adopted a reso­ 
lution calling upon the state to 
expedite renovations at the inter 
section of Routes 30 and 94 a mile 
east of New Oxford. 
A state Highways Department 
official called the commissioners 
office here this morning and said 
the department needed an answer 
today as to whom would be re­ 
sponsible for the maintenance of 
traffic lights at Cross Keys be­ 
cause the state plans to enlarge 
the crossing by putting in new 
lanes next spring. 
MONEY IS READY 
The commLssloners said they 
were aware of the numerous pe­ 
titions that the state has received 
recently concerning the intersec­ 
tion and said they did all they 
could two years ago when they 
met with the supervisors of Ber- 
wicsk. Hamilton and Oxford Twps. 
in November and December, 1961, 
and set up a program by which 
the county will pay 90 per cent 
of the cost of installation of the 
lights and allocated money for 
that purpose The three townships 
agreed to split the other IO per 
cent of the cost and pay for the 
upkeep. 
The lighting system adopted was 
one suggested by state highways 
officials at the time, the commis­ 
sioners recalled and state officials 
at that time met with the com­ 
missioners and supervisor* to out­ 
line the plans the state had to 
put in additional lanes at the 
crossing to make it safer and 
easier for traffic to cross.

By ROY ESSOYAN 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP^ D e ­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. McNa­ 
m ara probably found no final an­ 
swer in South Viet Nam to two 
important questions. 
He probably didn’t learn how to 
get President Ngo Dinh Diem to 
do what the United States thinks 
must be done to win the war 
against the Communist Viet Cong. 
Or what would happen if Diem 
were overthrown. 
But McNamara left for Wash­ 
ington Tuesday with a massive 
report that should help President 
Kennedy make one crucial deci­ 
sion — whether the Communists 
can be defeated if the United 
States continues to s u p p o r t 
Diem’s authoritarian and increas­ 
ingly unpopular regime. 
"SHOWMANSHIP" 
The defense secretary probably 
had much of the information he 
got here before he left Washing­ 
ton last week.

McNamara’s trip as “a piece of 
necessary showmanship” for the 
benefit of a U.S. Congress increas­ 
ingly hostile to the American com­ 
mitment in South Viet Nam. 
McNamara covered more than 
2.000 miles in his swing through 
major war zones. 
He conferred with Diem three 
hours. The visit probably was too 
brief to get across more than an

McNamara’s 
report

on the scene. An intelligent guess 
can be made on its main points.

NEARLY OUT OF MONEY 
Dr. Jose Antonio Bonilla Allies, 
ambassador-designate to the Unit­ 
ed States, flew to Washington on 
Tuesday in an attempt to get the 
Dominican Republic invited back 
into the family of Western Hemis­ 
phere nations and win restoration 
of $50 million a year in U.S. aid. 
Government and business lead­ 
ers attributed the dismal outlook 
primarily to the cutoff of substan­ 
tial private investment funds and 
U.S. aid programs after the mili­ 
tary coup a week ago. 
They cited these other factors: 
The 
government 
has 
barely 
enough money to keep it running 
until Dec. 31. 
UNEMPLOYMENT UP 
Unemployment in a labor force 
of about 450.000 has roughly dou­ 
bled in the last year and stands 
at 30 per cent. Tourist traffic 
dropped sharply after the coup. 
The military' force and national 
police are a heavy drain on the 
economy. A reduction of the men 
in uniform would mean greater 
unemployment. 
Dr. Warren Bilkey, an econo­ 
mist on leave from the University 
of Notre Dame while working as 
an adviser to the Dominican gov­ 
ernment, said an investment in­ 
centive law is sorely needed. 
Dominican experts trace 
the 
dire financial situation to the Tru­ 
jillo dictatorship. But they say the 
situation became worse during 
Bosch’s seven-month rule.

swer in South Viet Nam to two 
important questions. 


He probably didn't learn how to 


get President Ngo Dinh Diem to 
do what the United States thinks 
must be done to win the war 
against the Communist Viet Cong. 
Or what would happen if Diem 
were overthrown. 


But McNamara left for Wash- 


ington Tuesday with a massive 
report that should help President 
Kennedy make one crucial deci- 
sion — whether the Communists 
can be defeated if the United 
States continues to s u p p o r t 
Diem's authoritarian and increas- 
ingly unpopular regime. 
'SHOWMANSHIP" 
The defense secretary probably 


had much of the information he 
got here before he left Washing- 
ton last week. One highly placed, 
sympathetic diplomat described. 


McNamara's trip as "a piece of 
necessary showmanship" for the

the legends oi Washington is that 
a president can take a nonpoliti- 
cal speaking tour across the coun- 
try. 


For the president is not only 


president, he's the chief of bis 
political party. And, likely as not, 
iia intends to run again. It follows 
that almost anything he does or 
says is looked upon as political. 


This didn't start with President 


Kennedy's 10-state Western trip. 
Just think of his immediate pre- 
decessors — Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, Harry S. Truman, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt — they all indulged in 
the nonpolitical trip with political 
aspects. 
EIGHT NIXON STATES 


When Kennedy's itinerary was 


announced, it could hardly be 
overlooked that eight of the states 
fae was visiting went for Republi- 
can Richard M. Nixon in 1960. 


Nor could it be overlooked that 


conservative strength is perhaps 
growing in these states, and their 
electoral support could be crucial 
in the 1964 election. 


The Kennedy trip was billed as 


one devoted to conservation, rath- 
er than politics. 


Last Tuesday, Gov. 
George 


Romney of Michigan accused Ken- 
nedy of playing politics in a meet- 
ing of representatives of Great 
Lakes states at Duluth, Minn. 


It was a meeting called to con- 


sider conservation, and economic 
developments. But, Republican 
Romney complained, the man he 
..sent there wasn't even allowed on 
the platform. Instead, he said, 
Michigan was represented by a 
Democrat 
PRAISES DEMOCRATS 
. For another example, Kennedy 
spoke warmly in Wyoming of Sen. 
Gale Magee, Democrat who faces 
a fight next year. He had similar 
jpraise in Montana for Sen. Mike 
Mansfield. 


In Salt Lake City, a Kennedy at- 


tack on certain foreign policy 
ideas was widely interpreted as 
an attack on the views of Sen. 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona, a 
possibility for the 1964 GOP presi- 
dential nomination.

called to mind a similar one taken 
by President Eisenhower in Octo- 
ber I960. Eisenhower wasn't run- 
ning himself, but he wanted Nixon 
to succeed him. 
EISENHOWER TOUR 


Eisenhower .was greeted in Cali- 


fornia by the Democratic gover- 
nor Edmund G. Brown, who told 
him: "Don't do too much for Mr. 
Nixon." 


Smilingly, Eisenhower replied: 


"This is a nonpolitical' tour, but 
I'll do all I can to see that Nixon 
is elected." 


Another president who got fun 


out of such a situation was Harry 
Truman. In June 1948 he set out 
on what the White House de- 
scribed as a "nonpolitical, bipar- 
tisan trip." 
TRUMAN QUIP 


That tag didn't last long. Tru- 


man told a crowd in Ohio, before 
the journey was hardly .under 
way: "On this nonpartisan, bipar- 
tisan trip that we are taking here 
I understand there are a whole lot 
of Democrats present." 


Ordinarily, the o p p o s i t i o n 


doesn't get too exercised when a 
president chooses bo call a trip 
nonpolitical. There was a sharp ex- 
ception to this in 1944 when Roose- 
velt ran for a fourth term, against 
Republican Thomas E. Dewey.

political sense."

He added that U.S. farmers, not 
the Soviet Union, would benefit 
from federal subsidies should a 
deal be worked out. 
CUBA, CHINA BARRED 
However, he noted emphatical­ 
ly, no formal proposal has been 
made by the Soviet Union and no 
U.S. decision has been made. 
Freeman said private traders 
estimate the Soviet Union is pre­ 
pared to purchase up to 200 mil­ 
lion bushels of wheat from the 
United States. 
“The Soviet Union will pay the 
world price for wheat—the same 
paid by England, France, Ger­ 
many and other countries,” he 
said, adding that any arrange­ 
ments made would include pro­ 
tective clauses preventing ship­ 
ment of U.S. wheat to unfriendly 
nations such as Cuba and Com­ 
munist China. 
CASH, NOT BARTER 
Any transaction will not be a 
barter agreement, he went on, 
but a cash deal if it comes into 
being at all.” 
Freeman said an unofficial poll 
of farmers indicates three-to-one 
sentiment in favor of the sale. 
Freeman discussed the possibil­ 
ity of selling wheat to the Soviet 
Union at a news conference pre- 
ceding the rally. He came to 
Harrisburg as part of a nation­ 
wide tour to sound out grass roots 
sentiment on national farm prob­ 
lems.

The governor said that the 


water shortages "seriously and 
adversely" have a f f e c t e d the 
health and welfare of a number of 
people in various sections of the 
state.

However, Scranton named no 


specific communities in his pro- 
clamation. 


The governor's proclamation au- 


thorizes stricken areas to adopt 
and enforce water use restrictions 
and enter into agreements or con- 
tracts for employment of person- 
nel or purchase of equipment and 
materiels to meet the water emer- 
gency.

The equal public accommoda- 


tions amendment lost 1,994 to 1,- 
720 in Tuesday's referendum 
with 60 per cent of the town's 
Negro voters staying away from 
the polls. 


The city council adopted the 


amendment as part of an attempt 
to end anti-segregation demon- 
strations that erupted into vio- 
lence in this city of 12,600 last 
summer.

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U.S. - Russia Consular 
Treaty Being Discussed 


B f ENDRE MARTON 
WASHINGTON (AP>-The Unit­ 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
a.e quietly negotiating a consular 
treaty which could chip more frost 
from the Cold War and ultimately 
aid in any increased U.S.-Soviet 
trade. 
The talks are under way in Mos­ 
cow 
against 
a 
background 
of 
heightened American interest in 
trade with the Soviet Union. The 
administration i* considering the 
possibility of selling wheat to the 
Soviets, a transaction some feel 
could be the first step in freer 
American-Soviet trade relations. 
The proposed treaty would en­ 
able each of the two countries to 
open consulates in cities outside 
each other’s capital. 
UP TO SENATE 
If an agreement is reached, the 
Senate would have to ratify the 
pact before it could become ef­ 
fective. just as in the case of the 
limited nuclear test ban treaty. 
Generally the job of a consulate 
is to look after the interests of 
its citizens traveling or doing busi­ 
ness abroad. Although embassies 
have taken over some of these 
commercial functions, an embas­ 
sy's chief mission is to represent 
its country in dealings with a for­ 
eign power. 
Warde M, Cameron, an assist 
ant le^al adviser of the State De­ 
partment, is conducting the talks 
with the Soviet foreign ministry 
He left for Moscow after the So­ 
viet Union recommended Sept. 14 
that legal experts of the two for­ 
eign offices discuss the issue. 
HAD NO PACT 
Although letters between Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Soviet Foreign Commissar Max 
im Litvinov, which led to U S rec­ 
ognition of the U S S R. proposed 
a consular treaty, no pact was 
ever concluded. 
Nevertheless, the two powers 
hjd consular relations for a while. 
In 1941, the United States set up 
a consular office in Vladivostok, 
the big soviet Pacific coast port, 
and got permission in 1947 to open 
one in Leningrad The latter was 
never opened, However. 
In the mid-lH30s the Russians 
opened offices in New York, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 
CLOSED IN 1940 
The three Soviet consulates here 
and the American one in Vladi­ 
vostok were closed in 1948, the 
year of the Berlin blockade and 
the Soviet bloc’s campaign against 
Yugoslavia’s Ttto. The immediate 
reason of the closings however, 
was the desperate escape from 
Moscow's New York consulate of 
Oksana S. Kasenkina, a Soviet 
teacher, who leaped from a third- 
floor window to avoid returning 
to the Soviet Union. 
When Soviet Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev visited with President Ei­ 
senhower at Camp Davis in 1959, 
Ahe two briefly touched on the 
possibility of a consular agree­ 
ment. 
.IN "DEEP FREEZE" 
The U2 spy plane incident put 


the issue into the deep freeze and 
although it was revived in 1962 
when the United States prepared 
a draft of an agreement and sent 
it to Moscow, it remained virtual­ 
ly dormant until last summer. 
When Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk visited the Soviet capital to 
sign the limited nuclear test-ban 
treaty, he brought up the question 
again. The Russians were inter­ 
ested — and sent the invitation 
which resulted in the dispatch of 
Cameron.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Kennedy 


administration leaders abandoned 
today efforts to speed Senate Fi- 
nance Committee action on the 
$ll-billion tax reduction bill and 
thus retarded its chances of pas- 
sage this year. 


An administration nose count in- 


dicated it could not muster a ma- 
jority within the 17-member com- 
mittee to strip Ohairman Harry 
F. Byrd, D-Va., of control over 
the scheduling of hearings on the 
House-passed measure. 


Although Sen. Vance Hartke, D- 


Ind., had indicated previously he 
would move for such a showdown 
today and Byrd was braced for 
battle, Sen. George A. Smathers, 
D-Fla., said he did not believe any 
such challenge would materialize. 
FEAR BYRD POWER 


Smathers, secretary of the con- 


ference of all Democratic senat- 
ors, said he felt it would be a 
mistake to try to wrest authority 
away from the chairman. Byrd 
opposes tax reduction unless it is 
accompanied by significant spend- 
ing cuts. 


Byrd said in a separate inter- 


view that the House had taken 
eight months to pass the tax 
measure and he felt the Senate 
committee should have a reason- 
able length of time to consider it. 


The chairman plans to start 


closed-door briefings of commit- 
tee members by congressional tax 
experts Thursday. He has made 
no announcement of public hear- 
ings but they may start with a 
mldmonth appearance of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Douglas Dil- 
lon. 
EYE HOUSE ACTION 


What the Senate does about the 


tax bill appears to be wrapped up 
in the timing of House action on 
President Kennedy's civil rights 
program. 


The Finance Committee's hear- 


ings could consume two months. 
But they will grind to a virtual 
halt if the House gives its expect- 
ed apprval to a civil rights bill 
and leaders move to bring that 
• measure before the Senate. 


Estimates 
on the timing of 


House action range from Oct. 15 
to Nov. 15, or even later. As mat- 
ters stand, administration lieuten- 
ants lack the votes in the House 
committee for approval of the full 
program. 
FILIBUSTER LOOMS 


Once the bill reaches the Sen- 


ate, the filibuster fat will be in 
c'the fire. This means that for a 
month — during which some 
around-the-clock sessions will be 
held — the Senate will give its 
almost undivided attention to the 
matter. 


If the administration is to get 


any action this year, it probably 
will have to invoke the cloture 
rule to curb debate. This requires 
approval of the move by two- 
thirds of those voting. It will be 
touch-and-go to apply cloture on 
even a. stripped-down program.

U.S. - Russia Consular 


Treaty Being Discussed 


By ENDRE MARTON 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Unit- 


ed States and the Soviet Union 
are quietly negotiating a consular 
treaty which could chip more frost 
from the Cold War and ultimately 
aid in any increased U.S.-Soviet 
trade. 


The talks are under way in Mos 


cow against a background of 
heightened American interest hi 
trade with the Soviet Union. The 
administration is considering the 
possibility of selling wheat to the 
Soviets, a transaction some feel 
could be the first step in freer 
American-Soviet trade relations. 


The proposed treaty would en- 


able each of the two countries to 
open consulates in cities outside 
each other's capital. 
UP TO SENATE 


If an agreement is reached, the 


Senate would have to ratify the 
pact before it could become ef- 
fective, just as in the case of the 
limited nuclear test ban treaty. 


Generally the job of a consulate 


is to look after" the interests of 
its citizens traveling or doing busi- 
ness abroad. Although embassies 
have taken over some of these 
commercial functions, an embas- 
sy's chief mission is to represent 
its country hi dealings with a for- 
eign power. 


Warde M. Cameron, an assist- 


ant legal adviser of the State De- 
partment, is conducting the talks 
with the Soviet foieign ministry 
He left for Moscow after the So- 
viet Union recommended Sept 14 
that legal experts of the two for- 
eign offices discuss the issue. 
HAD NO PACT 


Although letters between Presi- 


dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Soviet Foreign Commissar Max- 
im Litvinov, which led to U.S. rec- 
ognition of the U.SS.R. proposed 
a consular treaty, no pact was 
ever concluded. 


Nevertheless, the two powers 


bjd consular relations for a while. 


In 1941, the United States set up 


a consular office hi Vladivostok, 
the big soviet Pacific coast port, 
and got permission hi 1847 to open 
one in Leiningrad The latter was 
never opened, aowever. 


In the mid-1930s, the Russians 


opened offices in New York, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 
CLOSED IN 1940 


The three Soviet consulates here 


and the American one in Vladi- 
vostok were closed in 1848, the 
year of the Berlin blockade and 
the Soviet bloc's campaign against 
Yugoslavia's Tito. The immediate 
reason of the closings however, 
was the desperate escape from 
Moscow's New York consulate of 
Oksana S. Kasenkina, a Soviet 
teacher, who leaped from a third- 
floor window to avoid returning 
to the Soviet Union. 


When Soviet Premier Khrush- 


chev visited with President Ei- 
senhower at Camp Davis in 1959, 
-the two briefly touched on the 
possibility of a consular agree- 
ment. 
.IN "DEEP FREEZE" 


The U2 spy plane incident put 


the issue into the deep freeze and 
although it was revived hi 1962 
when the United States preparc-d 
a draft of an agreement and sent 
it to Moscow, it remained virtual 
ly dormant untD last summer. 


When Secretary of State Dean 


Rusk visited the Soviet capital to 
sign the limited nuclear test-ban 
treaty, he brought up the question 
again. The Russians were inter- 
ested — and sent the invitation 
which resulted hi the dispatch of 
Cameron.

More than half the items are 


jewelry or watches, including a 
pair of diamond earrings (worth 
$600 and up), and old sterling sil- 
ver pocket watch (value undeter- 
mined) and a $5 gold piece (mint- 
ed in 1884) on a gold chain. 


There also will be 28 rifles and 


shotguns and auctioned in time for 
the fall ihunting season. 


And the department has odd lot 


of unpaired shoes to sell at the 
Oct. 15-17 auction. 


The less expensive merchandise 


is grouped and sold by lots. The 
more expensive jewelry and other 
items such as rifles are sold in- 
dividually.

ARMED FORCES 
CET PAY HIKE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy signed today, with 
‘‘great pleasure” a bill granting 
an average 14.4 per cent pay in­ 
crease to most of the 2.7 million 
men and women in the armed 
forces. 
In a cabinet room ceremony, 
Kennedy used more than a dozen 
fountain pens to sign the measure, 
which will cost the government 
$1.2 billion a year. It is the big­ 
gest military pay boost in his­ 
tory. 
Kennedy said that, while he is 
impressed with new and powerful 
weapons, he is mindful of the fact 
that it is men who “manage them, 
control them, and have the will 
to direct them .” 


DISTRIBUTES PENS 
He said Americans in uniform 
serve with sacrifice and dedica­ 
tion, and that, on them, “The 
peace of this world of ours and 
its security depend in good meas 
ure.” 
Members of Congress from both 
parties and a sprinkling of high 
military officers were among the 
two dozen official witnesses at 
the ceremony. 
After signing the law, Kennedy 
distributed the fountain pens to 
the Congress members present. 
Congress completed its work 
Tuesday when the House passed 
the bill setting up the new mili­ 
tary pay scales by a 332-5 vote 
The bill set Tuesday for the start 
of the raise.

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Italy Travels Rock Road 
Politically And Economically 


By ALLAN JACKS 


ROME (AP)—Italy is traveling 


a rocky road, both politically and 
economically. A resurgent Com- 
munist party is waiting patiently 
on the sidelines to take advantage 
of the situation. 


For the present the party and 


its experienced leaders seem con- 
tent to watch deteriorating condi- 
tions and save their big guns- 
strikes and riots—for the future. 


With summer vacations over, 


the so-called stopgap government 
of Premier Giuseppe Leone has 
announced a semi-austerity pro- 
gram providing for cutbacks in 
government spending, reduction of 
imports, higher taxes on luxury 
items and other measures. 
POLITICS IN TURMOIL 


Said Leone in a recent speech: 


"We do not deny, or ignore, that 
current problems are heavy and 
serious." He went on to exhort 
Italians not to lose faith in the 
government or the economy. 


Italian politics was left in a tur- 


moil by the 14-month, left-leaning 
government of Amintore Fanfani. 
The government was defeated last 
April in an election in which the 
Communists made an astonishing 
showing. The Reds polled 25 per 
cent of the vote. 
Fanfani's Christian Democrats, 


who havs governed Italy since 
World War H and once could 
count on half the voters, polled 
only 38 per cent. The rest of the 
ballots were split among six other 
parties. 
PRICES SPIRALING 


During the same 14 months It- 


aly's economic boom began to 
falter. Prices have been spiraling 
upward for months. 


Some Italians, and foreign ob- 


servers, blame circumstances as 
much as Fanfani for these price 
rises and other problems. Full 
employment, for the first time in 
Italy's history, and general pros- 


• perity have bad inflationary ef- 
fects. 


Whatever the cause, politicians 


have taken little notice until Le- 
one's recent speech. 


Instead they have been debat- 


ing the. merits and demerits of 
Fanfanfs experimental "opening 
to the left," the ideological for- 
mula under which he ran tlhe gov- 
ernment with the support of the 
country's bright pink Socialist par- 
ty. 
.FORMED AS STOP GAP 


The Leone government was 


formed as a post-election stopgap 
to handle routine business until 
various parties, particularly the 
Christian Democrats and Social- 
ists, could settle internal disputes 
and form some sort of working 
coalition. 
Five months after the elections, 


the internal disputes are no near- 


er solution and efforts to resolve 
them are exhausting politicians 
who should be attending to nation- 
al rather than party problems. 


The major exception is the Com- 


munist party. It stands solidly be- 
lind veteran Palmiro Togliatti, 
undivided by the Chinese-Soviet 
feud, and ready to make the most 
of the growing crisis.
